Chairman Work Appoints 
Grandson of War Hero 
for Committee. 


DIRECTOR WILL PICK 
ASSOCIATES IN GROUP 


Silent on Plans for Ceremony 
Pending Selection of Com- 
plete Membership. 


Lieut. Col. Ulysses 8S. Grant 34d, 
whose grandfather was a President of 
the United States, will be in charge of 
the arrangements for the inauguration 
of President-elect Herbert Hoover. 

The appoéntment of Col. Grant as 
chairman of the inaugural committee 
Hu- 
bert Work, chairman of the Republi- 
can national committee. It occasioned 
considerable surprise because usually a 
member of the local Republican organ- 
ization is selected for the post. 

Col. Grant said yesterday that he 
would not discuss any plans for the 
inauguration until the inauguration 
committee has been appointed. He 
himself will make the appointments. 

Work on inaugural plans will be 
started immediately on formation of 
the committee, he said, admitting that 
as this was his first experience in this 
duty he had no preconceived notions 
as to its scope or details. The com- 
mittee is formed immediately after in- 
vited members signify their willingness 
to serve on it. 

Will Follow Hoover’s Desires. 


Col. Grant made plain his position 
by saying, “I think the ceremonies 
should be largely based on what the 
President-elect desires.” He, with the 
committee, will decide on the extent 
of the ceremonies. 

Details of the inauguration are han- 
died by members of the inauguration 
committee and its subcommittees, and 
Officials and experts of the Office of 
Public Buildings and Public Parks, of 
which Col. Grant is director, and 
which has assisted inauguration com- 
mittees in decorations and construc- 
tion, 

Frederick D. Owen, a veteran em- 
ploye of the office, has directed this 
work on many occasions. 

This is the second time in approxi- 
mately 50:.years that a director of the 
office has served as an inauguration 
committee chairman. 


Crowds at Great Inaugural. 


One of the greatest parades in history 
marked the first inauguration of Col 
Grant’s grandfather on March 4, 1869. 
Washington presented a gala appear- 
ance, the city being decorated from one 
end to the other, and a great crowd was 
gathered here. 

In the line of march and among the 
spectators were thousands of men who 
had fought under Grant in the war be- 
tween the States. Contemporary ac- 
counts of the event say that the great 
leader was given a tremendous ovation 
when he rode up Pennwylvania avenue. 

While Grant was delivering his in- 
augural address, his little daughter, 
Nellie, slipped away from her mother 


and rushed forward and grasped his 
hand while he went into the peroration 
of his speech. 

There was another big crowd here for 
Grant’s second inauguration, notwith- 
standing the severe cold. The West 
Point Cadets and many other famous 
military organizations took part in the 
parade, and that night there was the 
traditional inaugural ball.

DOCTORS CONSIDER 
OPERATION ON KING 


X-Ray. Pictures Said to Show 
Improved Condition, but 
Ruler Is Restless. 


STRENGTH IS WELL HELD 


London (Saturday), Dec. 8 (A.P.).— 
The Express this morning says it un- 
derstands that after yesterday's radio- 
logical examination King George's phy- 
sicilans and H. Graham Hodgson held a 
long consultation on the question oi 
performing an operation his maj- 
esty.

The newspaper says 1t was feared that 
the length of the illness had so taxed 
his strength it was doubtful 
he had sufficient vitality to sustain 
such an ordeal. It was said that a fur- 
ther consultation will be held today to 
decide the future course of treatment 

The Express further states that it un- 
derstands a sedative was administered 
late last night and the physicians hoped 
that after some hours of restful sleep 
the heart would regain strength. 

London, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—King George 
had a restless day in his struggle 
against the illness which he has been 
combatting for a fortnight or more. To- 
night’s bulletin from his physicians 
made that statement, and brought out 
that the patient had undergone a ra- 
diological examination this afternoon. 
The examination corroborated previous 
exploration of the pleural cavity by 
needle which showed that there was 
no appreciable effusion. 

Yet on the whole the day and eve- 
ning bulletins together gave evidence 
of fairly favorable development in the 
King’s condition. The morning report 
annoupced that his general strength 
had been maintained, and the evening 
bulletin said that the general condition 
remained unchanged. 

From these facts it was inferred that 
the king’s hea action was, for the 
moment at least, not giving any added 
anxiety to his attendants. 

The evening bulletin was timed 8:15 
p m., which was about an hour after 
the physicians had arrived at the pal- 
ace. It was signed by the regular doc- 
tors, Sir Stanley Hewett and Lord Daw- 
son of Penn, and also by H. Graham 
Hodgson who made today’s x-ray ex- 
amination. He had also conducted the 
first radiological test of the royal pa- 
tient. The bulletin said: 

“The king has not had a restful day. 
A radiological examination was carried 
out this afternoon. Neither this nor 
the exploration of needle previously. 
carried out has disclosed any appreci- 
able amount of pleural effusion. The 
general condition remains unchanged.” 

No great importance was attached at 
Buckingham Palace to the statement 
that the king had not had a restful 
day. It was pointed -ut that this may 
have been partly due to the ordeal of 
the radiological examination.

Invade Metropolitan Club 


Sanctum of Historic Capital Organization on H Street 
Reported in Balance Against $11,000 Annual Rental 
Offered by New York Stock Exchange. 


Another of Washington’s strongholds 
of conservatism may yield to the on- 
rush of commercialization. 

The Metropolitan Club, bulwark of 
the city’s dignity, it is reported, is 
“going business.” Negotiations are un- 
derway, which if successful, will sup- 
plant the gigantic easy chairs and the 
dusty antlers of the first floor lounge 
room of the clubhouse at Seventeenth 
and H streets northwest with the quo- 
tation board and stock tickers of an 
investment broker’s office. 

F. B. Keech & Co., New York stock 
brokers, is the firm which may drive 
the National Capital’s most exclusive 
clubmen from their favorite haunts. 
And the rout will be accomplished, 
according to the report, with a rental 
of $11,000 a year. 

Thus for mere gold will the portals 
of the club open for the hoi polloi, 


from which its lounges, drawing rooms 
and libraries have been kept sacred 
since its organization in 1882. At the 
time of its founding it was announced 
that the club was “incorporated for 
literary, mutual improvement and so- 
cial purposes.” 

Confirmation that the negotiations 
are being conducted was obtained yes- 
terday from George A. Garrett, resident 
partner of the Keech firm. He at first 
denied emphatically that the firm was 
seeking quarters in the club, but later 
admitted that it was trying to obtain 
the Seventeenth street side of the 
ground floor of the clubhouse.

IS PART OF BIG RING’S 
SUPPLY, SAYS TUTTLE 


Declares Papers in Gambler’s 
Office Indicate He Financed 
Narcotics Deals. 


New York, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—Two trunks 
full of narcotics valued Federal 
agents at several hundred thousand 
dollars were taken to the Federal build- 
Ing tonight from a midtown hotel 
where they had been checked for ship- 
ment to a Western city. 
Said the seizure was an outgrowth of a 
search conducted last Thursday of of- 
fices’ connected with the activities of 
Arnold Rothstein, slain gambler. 

The seizure was made by Federal 
agents without the aid or knowledge 
of the police. United States Attorney 
Tuttle said he had been assured that 
the drugs were worth 82,000,000 at re- 
tail prices. 

In the search of the Rothstein offices, 
conducted on a warrant issued by United 
States Commissioner Cotter, Federal 
agents examindd_ hundregs of docu- 
ments, some of which they said pro- 
vided leads indicating a huge shipment 
of drugs was to be made today 


by 


Arrest Is Expected. 


Tuttle was waiting at the Federal 
Building when the confiscated material 
was brought in. 

“This seizure,” he said, “Is a very 
large fraction of the drug supply of 
the biggest drug ring in the United 
States. The papers we have seized and 
the evidence in our possessio.: indicate 
that Arnold Rothstein had to do with 
financing this ring.” 

He said he expected an arrest would 
be made soon and that he would enlist 
the ald of the Federal grand jury on 
Monday. 

“It is not improbable,” he said, “that 
an examination of the Rothstein papers 
which we seized, and of other files 
which we were examining when they 
were taken over by the county district 
attorney, may throw importanr light on 
the motives and circumstances of Roth- 
stein’s murder.” 

Because of a county grand jury order 
obtained by District Attorney Joab H. 
Banton, who is conducting the inquiry 
into Rothstein's death, Federal agents 
were unable, it was sald, for the time 
being, to make a thorough search of 
papers seized at Rothstein’s home. 

Hits at Congress. 


While Banton’'s homicide inquiry has 
been progressing before the county 
grand jury, the Federal grand jury and 
Tuttle’s office have been investigating 
reports of Rothstein's connection with 
an international drug ring. 

“This seizure,” Tuttle said, “is the 
second development in the plans which 
we and the narcotic bureau have made 
to destroy the traffic in illegal drugs 
in this city and its source.

Mexico City, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—The

Open Sessions for Kellogg 
Pact Discussion to Be

STIFF BATTLE IS SEEN

President Coolidge yesterday assumed 
an active leadership in the admuinistra- 
tion’s program of obtaining ratification 
without reservations of the Kellogg 
antiwar pact by the Senate.

Information obtained at. the 
had stressed the opposition indicated 
in questions asked of the Secretary 
when Kellogg appeared at the White 
House shortly before 4 o’clock. He told 
newspaper men on leaving the Presi- 
dent that he was well satisfied with the 
outcome of the committee meeting 
The President's own view of the situa- 
tion, after his talk with Kellogg, then 
became known at the White House, 
where no effort was made to withhold 
from the public the purport of what 
Secretary Kellogg told the President. 

heoretically, executive sessions of 
the foreign relations committee are 
kept secret, but President Coolidge is 
understood to feel that he himself has 
so often had to face the consequences 
of leaks through senatorial agencies 
that senators should be willing to over- 
look an intimation from the White 
House as to what transpired yesterday 
in their committee meeting. 

Besides, a report of the hearing is 
to be made public as soon as Secretary 
Kellogg has had time to correct the 
transcript of questions asked and an- 
swered.

As Stocks Slump Further 


Early Rise Gives Way Under New Rush of Selling as Bears 
Open Campaign of Hammering—Easier Credit 
Fails to Support the Market. 


New York, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—For the 
second successive day, the stock mar- 
ket today went through the throes of a 
major reaction, which carried scores of 
issues down $5 to $28 a share. 

In two days, paper profits of thou- 
sands of large and small speculators 
have been wiped out, and the aggre- 
gate quoted values of all listed secu- 
rities reduced by billions of dollars. 
The market value of General Motors 
common stock alone has dropped more

Makes Speech. 


Tells of Inequalities. 


“It is well known that many inequal- 
ities existed prior to the passage of the 
Welch bill, but these inequalities can 
be corrected only by a thorough classi- 
fication of the entire service as pro-~ 
vided in section 2 of my bill, a report 
which is expected to be filed with 
Congress about January l. 

“In the meantime my bill was de- 
signed to grant some temporary relief, 
First, the House leaders drastically ree 
duced the rates from those carried in 
the original bill and would not per- 
mit the bill to come to a vote except 
under a suspension of the rules, which 
prevented any liberalizing amende 
ments. 

“Next the decision of the Comp- 
troller General reduced the benefits 
for the lower-paid employes and ine 
creased those for the higher paid eme 
ployes. Lastly, the department heads 
denied to the lower paid employes the 
relief which they were authorized to 
grant and in some instances the ef- 
fective date of the application of the 
act was deferred. 

“I will willingly join with the gen-

Waco, Ohio, Coal Dealer, Shot 
Five Times, Dies Denying 
He Knew Woman. 


WIFE WATCHES TRAGEDY 


Canton, Ohio, Dec. 7 (United Press). 
A murder mystery calculated to tax the 
wits of a Sherlock Holmes confronted 
Canton’s police force tonight as _ it 
sought to learn who killed Vernard 
Fearn, and why. 

This is the story as far as it goes— 
most of it from Fearn’s widow: 

Fearn, 35, a prosperous coal dealer, 
known locally as an “up and coming 
man,” and regarded generally as home 
loving and entirely circumspect, was 
dining Thursday night at his home at 
Waco with his wife and 9-year-old 
daughter. 

There was a knock at the door. Mrs. 
Fearn responded. The visitor was a 
girl—“of about 23, very pretty, pale, 
{slender and of the flapper type,” Mrs. 
Fearn described her. She asked for 
Fearn and as Mrs. Fearn turned to call 
him the girl stepped down into the 
yard from the front porch. 


Five Shots Are Fired. 


Fearn went to the door. As he 
stepped into the doorway and was sil- 
houetted against the lights inside the 
flapper in the yard fired five shots at 
him from. a revolver or pistol. Fearn 
fell forward onto the porch. The girl 
ran down the road, Mrs. Fearn dragged 
her husband inside the house. Before 
he died Fearn told his wife that he had 
no idea who had shot him. 

Mrs. Fearn waited until her husband 
was dead before she called the police. 
Sheriff Ed Gibson responded and ques- 
tioned Mrs. Fearn. The girl, Mrs Fearn 
said, boarded a Canton bus. Canton is 
4 miles from Waco. 

Gibson said later that the girl had 
left a bus from Canton at a filling 
station near the Fearn home. gone to 
the home and killed the young coal 
dealer and boarded a return bus for 
Canton within five minutes. 

The driver of the Canton-bound bus 
remembered taking iboard a young girl 
a* the spot named. He described her as 
“about 25 and very pretty.” She wore a 
biack fur coat, a turban hat and ga- 
loshes, he said. 


Trailed to Rooming House. 

Sheriff Gibson believes the girl had 
timed her arirval at the Fearn home so 
that she could board the return bus 
after the killing. 

The usual amateur detective of fic- 
tion entered the case tonight when the 
driver of the bus that brought back the 
girl said he followed her to a rooming 
house when she left his car here, be- 
lieving that she might be a “spotter” 
checking up on the relation between 
the number of fares collected and those 
turned in. 

Police visited the house. A little 
clothing was found in the girl's room. 
The proprietor of the house said the 
girl had been there early in the week, 
but had not been seen since early 
Thursday.

MURDER VIGILANTED 
KILL INNOCENT MAN 


Chicagoans, Seeking Slayer 
of Police Chief, Shoot at 
Speeding Cars. 


3 OTHERS ARE FIRED UPON 


Chicago, Dec. 7 (A.P.).—The tragic 
error of a zealous posse took an inno- 
cent life today as the sequel to the as- 
sassination last night of Leroy Gilbert, 
South Chicago Heights police chief, 
who forfeited his life, police believe 
when he handed over to the Govern- 
ment two suspected as being alcohol 
runners. 

The new outbreak of the liquor feud 
in the South Side suburb, long recog- 
nized as a transfer station on the un- 
derground railway over which Chi- 
cago’s bootleg alcohol supply trickles, 
drew promises of a thorough cleaning 
process by Federal, State and local au- 
thorities and late today squads of de- 
tectives filtered through Chicago 
Heights in search of Chief Gilbert's 
assassins. 

When the manhunt began early this 
morning Thomas Scanlon, not suspect- 
ing the ambush that had been set for 
Gilbert’s killers, was shot down on the 
outskirts of Chicago Heights. The 
Vigilantes’ sharp commands to halt 
went unheeded and Scanlon’s com- 
panion, fearing a holdup, as he drove 
his car, only sped the faster as he 
neared the group that stood, armed 
with flashlights and shotguns, patrol- 
ling the highway intersection. 


Victim Was to Be Married. 


Four loads of gunshot tore through 
the car, and one striking Scanlon full 
in the head, wounded him fatally. He 
was 23 years old, a prospective bride- 
groom and coincidentally a typesetter 
for the Weekly Chicago Heights Star, 
whose plant was bombed some weeks 
ago in reprisal, police believe, for its 
fight against the lHquor traffic. 

Two other men were fired upon from 
the same corner, but luck was with 
them and the shot-punctured body of 
their automobile was the evidence of 
their good fortune. The members of 
the citizens’ posse is known, police 
said, but they would not divulge the 
hames., 

Chief Gilbert was shot as he sat in 
the parlor of his home last night. 

Chief Collins, of the county high- 
way police, said he learned that 
Gilbert and Fred Hartman, president of 
the town councll, were called to the 
Federal Building here November 20 for 
a conference with Government agents 
on the unhampered operations of al- 
cohol dealers. 


Killed While Reading. 


The next day Gilbert arrested two 
men and turned them and their truck- 
load of liquor over to the Federal 
agents. Chief Collins expressed the 
opinion that Gilbert made the arrest 
In an effort to have something to 
“show” the Government officers, and 
for this was slain. 

Gilbert, who was proud of his repu- 
tation as “a tough cop,” was seated at 
home with his family last night. His

BALLOT FRAUD JURY 
INDICTS 41 OnIOANS 


High Cleveland Officials Are 
Said to Be Accused of 
Juggling Vote Count. 


ERASURES ARE CHARGED 


Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 7 (A.P.).— 
Thirty-one persons, said to include a 
number of prominent city politicians. 
were named in 41 indictments returned 
late today by the special county grand 
jury which investigated allegations of 
wholesale fraud in the handling of the 
State primary election in Cuyahoga 
County last fall. 

All indictments were secret. Al- 
though the office of Sheriff Edward 
T. Hanratty began work at once pre- 
paring caplases, it was announced that 
no arrests will be made until tomor- 
dow. Names of those indicted willl 
not be known until the papers are 
served, 

The report of the grand Jury said 
the investigation has disclosed “a 
shocking recklessness and carelessness 
in the handling of elections in Cuya- 
hoga County, both in the booths and 
at the board of elections.” 

“That both fraud and error 
prevalent we are thoroughly 
vinced,” the report sald. 

The grand jury's action, which critl- 
clses the conduct of lax election offl- 
clals is only a beginning, the report 
pointed out. It declared that the in- 
vestigation is far from complete and 
recommended that further inquiry be 
mace at the next term of court. 

Charges in the indictments are ballot 
box stuffing, illegal handling of absent 
voters’ ballots, erasures and alterations, 
flagrant errors in making the count 
and other similar irregularities. 

The report emphasized that so far 
as the jury could learn no candidate 
for office on either the Republican or 
Democratic tickets was involved. 

Election officials and workers were 
held solely to Dlame for “juggling” the 
count in certain precincts.

after time “Joe was the only boy I 
killed.” 

Kudzinowski was arrested here for 
drunkeness. His actions aroused 6us- 
picion and questioning brought his 
confessions. After detailing to In- 
spector Fred Frahm his two unsuc- 
cessful attempts at abduction, Kud- 
zinowski said “Il made up my mind 
Joe wouldn't get away. 1 fooled him 
and he didn’t get loose like the other 
kids did.” 

After persuading the boy to accom- 
pany him by taking him to a motion 
picture show and buying him candy, 
Kudzinowski sald he and the boy took 
the Hudson Tube to a swamp near 
Secaucus. 

“He yelied for his mother and 1 was 
afraid some one on the highway might 
hear so I took out my pocket knife 
and cut his throat,” said Kudzinowskl 

He waived extradition and probably 
will be turned over to New Jersey of- 
ficers for return to Jersey City.

Hohenthal surrendered and was re- 
leased on $10,000 bond. He had con- 
tended that Miss Potoskey, with whom 
he had associated nine years, had end- 
ed her own life. She wags found with 
a bullet through her brain and her 
skull fractured in three places, 

Prosecuting Attorney George V. Mc- 
Cormack swore out the warrant after 
hearing some of the testimony when 
the inquest was resumed today at the 
City Hall. He took the action without 
waiting for the coroner’s Jury to return 
a verdict. 


Rusty Pistol Useless. 


McCormack said he was led to issue 
the warrant by the statement of two 
police firearms experts at St. Louis. 
who examined the rusty pistol found 
beside the body and reported it could 
not be operated, and therefore the girl 
must have been shot with some other 
pistol. 

When Hohenthal was arrested in St. 
Louls Wednesday for carrying a con- 
cealed weapon, while attempting un- 
successfully to attend Miss Potoskey's 
funeral, he explained he had _ the 
weapon for protection because his life 
had been threatened by a young mar- 
ried man infatuated with the beauty 
shop operator. 

Hohenthal said today he had received 
word that this man had trailed him 
and Miss Potoskey to his anartment 
here Hohe.thal said, however, that 
he did not believe a vhiird person could 
have entered the apartment as he had 
locked the door before retiring at 7 
a m. Sunday, the day Miss Yotoskey 
was found dead. 

Testimony that Hohenthal had re- 
peatedly threatened to kill Miss Potos- 
key was given by her slater, Mrs. Marie 
Johnson. She told how, when she saw 
her dead sister in Hohonthal’s apart- 
ment she walked up to him ana sald, 
“Mr. Hohenthal, are you sure you did 
not kill my sister?”

In Arlington Burial Permit 


“Uncle Jim”? Parks, Antebellum Negro, Who Once Was 
Property of Martha Washington’s Grandson, to Sleep 
With Ancestors by War Department. Edict. 


“Uncle Jim” Parks, venerable ante- 
bellum darkey, can die in peace. In 
fact he can look forward to the event, 
complacent in the knowledge that 
when and only when he ventures upon 
the Great Adventure his last desire 


can be fulfilled. 

“Uncle Jim” wants to be buried at 
Arlington He will be buried there, 
this having been assured yesterday 
when a permit for his buriel on the 
Government reservation was granted 
by the War Department. 

Few people like to contemplate 
death, but to “Uncle Jim” the War 
Department’s action will be welcome 
news. He was born at Arlington, grew 
to man’s estate there and has never 
known any other home. Now he its 
growing old; he’s at least 85, and, like 
many who have passed beyond the 
alloted span of threescore and ten, 
death to him means but the beginning 
of a new and more wonderful life. So, 
he will rejoice in the knowledge that 
even in death his mortal remains will 
not be removed from his beloved Ar- 
lington. 

“Uncle Jim” was born a slave, being 
the property of George Washington 
Parke Custis, grandson of Martha 
Washington and only adopted son of 
George Washington. He does not re- 
member the date of his birth, but re- 
calls that he was 15 or 16 years old 
when his “marster” died, October 10, 
185;. He has vivid recollections of the 
funeral and how he and the other 
slaves stood off from the “white folks” 
at the graveside. 

After Custis’ death, “Uncle Jim” con- 
tinued at Arlington in the service of 
“Miss Mary” and her husband, “Cunnel 
Lee,” Robert E. Lee, who later was to 
become commander in chief of the Con- 
federate armies. 

“Uncle Jim” 


insists that he was 


a I 


given his freedom, as were the other 
slaves on the plantation, long before 
Lincoln’s emancipation proclamation. 
Even when he was freed, however, he 


did not leave Arlington, but remained, 
living for many years in the ‘og cabin 
which Custis had used as an adminis- 
trative office for the plantation. 

Even after the Government took over 
Arlington, he continued to live there 
and work. - He recalls that he helped to 
dig the grave of Quartermaster Gen. 
Montgomery Meigs, who did more than 
any one other man to convert Arling- 
ton from an antebellum plantation into 
a Government reservation. He also 
aided in the construction of Fort Mc- 
Pherson, which still is preserved with- 
in the confines of the cemetery. 

All of “Uncle Jim’s” immediate fore- 
bears are buried at Arlington. Their 
remains repose in a little graveyard 
situated in a grove near the river in 
the section used by the Department of 
Agriculture for experimental farm pur- 
poses. The burial p't has been left as 
it was, and when he is in that vicinity 
“Uncle Jim” is wont to visit it. It con- 
tains not only the remains of his father 
and mother, but those of his grandpar- 
ents, among whom was George Clark. 
cook at the “big house,” who lived to 
be 110. 

“Uncle Jim” does not expect or even 
hope to live to that ripe age. If he 
does, he will have many years in which 
to live over the past and ruminate over 
the ultimate consummation of his final 
wish. 

He is the father of 22 children. He 
was married twic He is proud of his 
children, but particularly of five who 
served in the World War. 

Names of the persons who petitioned 
the War Department for the permit 
were not made public, but it was stated 
authoritatively that the permit has 
been transmitted to a well-known Jjocal 
attorney.

Methodist Board Is Among 
Those Against Plan 
Laid to Hoover. 


PUBLICITY MOVE SEEN 


’ By CARLISLE BARGERON. 

There is a strong dry o ition to 
President-elect Hoover's reported plan 
of transferring prohibition enforce- 
ment to the Department of Justice, not 
Only among the dry forces in the 
—. but in the dry crganization as 
well, 

The Methodist Board of Temperance 
@nd Morals is opposed to the change 
@nd the Antisaloon League is at best 
lukewarm. When Wayne B.. Wheeler 
was at the head of the organization he 
fought a similar proposal as that now 
attributed to Hoover, but its sponsors 
profess to have some hope of chang- 
ing the league's attitude. The W. C. 
T. U. is rather noncommittal. 

So far as known Hoover has not 
Publicly stated that he desired the 
transfer, but there have been wide- 
spread reports since his election that 
he did so, some of the speculation go- 

so far as to suggest that Mrs. 
abel Walker Willebrandt might be 
laced in charge.of vrohibition en- 
orcement within the Department of 
Justice. The switch to the depart- 
ment of enforcement activities, the 
Feports have had it, is to be one of the 
President-elect’s first efforts. 


Gesture to Drys. 


It is more than possible that the 
feports have no more Laisis than that 
Hoover sponsored the governmental 
reorganization plan worked out sev- 
eral years ago by Walter F. Brown, 
mow Assistant Secretary of Commerce, 
and which, among other things, recom- 
mended placing prohibition enforce- 
ment in the Department of Justice. 
There is reason to believe, however, 
that Brown himself was not s0 en- 
thusiastic for this phase of his pro- 
gram after the hullabaloo that it 
@pised at the time. 

Out of the recommendation Repre- 
Sentative Cramton, of Michigan, dry 
leader of the House, evolved the present 
prohibition unit, an entity unto itself 
im the Treasury Department. He stilJ 
wants it to remain there. Representa- 
tive Hudson, another dry leader from 
the same State, on the other hand, is 
understood to favor the change. 

The politically minded of the incom- 
ing administration hit upon the old 
Brown recommendation as a proper ges- 
ture to the drys as a result of the cam- 
paign. 


Publicity Move Seen. 


As they see it the politically expedi- 
ent thing is to begin the administra- 
‘tion with a prohibition bang, that is, 
a@ change of some kind that would re- 
ceive all sorts of publicity and be her- 
alded as the great drive to dry up the 
country, the quick response of the ad- 
ministration to the November referen- 
@um. Whether there would be any im- 
provement in prohibition enforcement 
or not, these political strategists con- 
tend, the drys would think there was, 
for a long time at least. 

It is no secret that just such psy- 
chology as this lay behind the appoint- 
men of Lincoln C. Andrews, two years 
or more ago. Andrews kept in the pub- 
lic prints for a long time but when It 
Was realized that he was not abatinz 
the dry clamor, new tactics were 
adopted. The policy of the present dry 
generalissimo is to keep out of the pub- 
lic prints as much as possible—to just 
go along sawing his wood. 

But there must be a loud dry accom- 
paniment to Hover’s inauguration, it is 
insisted, because the drys expect so 
much. 

Coolidge Held Opposed. 


If one is agreed upon, however, the 
indications are that it will have to be 
other than the plan to place enforce- 
ment in the Department of Justice. 
President Coolidge indirectly took a 
crack at this in his final message to 
Congress. He referred to the countless 
numbers of lawyers scattered through- 
out the Government service. They 
should all be consolidated in the De- 
partment of Justice, he said. 

_If the proposition that all the legal 
work should center in the Government 
is true, Cramton says, the converse of 
it must be so, that nothing but legal 
work should be there.

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THE SUGAR PROBLEM. 


* One of the most important matters to 
be considered by the. ways and means 
committee in framing the new tariff bill 
is the more adequate protection of the 
domestic sugar industry. This protec- 
tion can and should be accomplished 
without raising the tariff on sugar. 

- At the present rate of expansion of 
the Philippine sugar industry it will not 
be many yeays before the United States 
Will be obtaining its chief supply from 
the islands/ The Philippines can produce 
Sugar more cheaply than it can be pro- 
duced in Cuba, Hawaii, or the United 
States. Unless a limitation is placed 
upon imports into the United States, 
Philippine sugar will ultimately drive 
Cuban sugar from the American market, 
3nd destroy the domestic industry, both 
Jeet and cane, as well as the Hawaiian 
industry. 

» To all intents and purposes Philippine 
tugar is a foreign product. The sugar 
slants are owned, not by Filipinos, but 
ty Europeans as a rule. These Euro- 
pean capitalists enjoy a privilege that is 
not enjoyed by any other foreigners— 
free entry into the American market— 
and this privilege is, of course, at the ex- 
pense of American citizens engaged in 
trying to build up a domestic sugar in- 
dustry. The sugar beet growing regions 
in the West and the cane sugar regions 
in the South are subjected to a compe- 
tition that will destroy them unless it is 
curbed. The Hawaiian cane sugar in- 
dustry will succumb also and the pref- 
erential rate given to Cuba will not be 
sufficient to save it against Philippine 
competition. : 

The United States is compelled to pur- 
chase the larger proportion of its sugar 
abroad. It will be a long time before the 
country will produce all the sugar it con- 
sumes. Therefore the tariff should not 
be increased, which in this case would 
mean an increase in the cost of a neces- 
sary of life. The question is not one of 
ruling out foreign sugar entirely, but of 
protecting the interests of the United 
States. These interests require not only 
that the cost of sugar to the consumer 
shall not be increased, but that the sup- 
ply shall be adequate, and not subject 
to interruption in case of war. Another 
factor of interest is that the United 
States shall not deliberately destroy the 
sugar industry of Cuba and thereby sub- 
jéct that country to the danger of eco- 
nomic and political collapse. If the first 
objects can be attained while at the same 
time maintaining the equilibrium of 
Cuba it is the obvious duty of Congress 
(0 follow that policy. 

«Hawaii does not produce enough sugar 
te supply the United States; but if it 
sOuld, it would not be wise to legislate 
m such fashion as to destroy other 
squrces of supply and become dependent 
apon Hawaii, which is 2,200 miles dis- 
sant. The difficulty of protecting sugar 
cargoes in case of war, when cruisers and 
déstroyers would be needed for other 
purposes, could be easily proved by naval 
experts. How much more difficult and 
dangerous wold be the task of protect- 
ing sugar cargoes from the Philippines, 
7,000 miles distant? 

“Cuba lies only 90 miles from the 
American coast, and in.time of war the 
island would be within the line of naval 
défense, so that no naval escorts of 
sugar cargoes would be necessary. The 
United States will never permit Cuba to

- fall into the grasp of an enemy. Defense 


of the island is a part of the plan for 


‘défense of the United States itself. 


Restriction of the free importation. of 
Philippine sugar to 500,000 or 600,000 
tons annually is called for. Restriction 
to 300,000 tons was provided: in the 
Payne-Aldrich ‘tariff law. Since that 


time the Philippines have greatly in- 


creased sugar shipments to the United 


$fates. Reasonable restriction would 


2 not injure the business that has been 
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built up, but would tend to divert the in- 
creasing supply to the Orient, and would 
give to domestic producers in the United 
States the assurance that their business 
would not be destroyed by foreign com- 
petition. It would also insure to Cuba 
the market it now enjoys in this coun- 
try, and thus there would be a certainty 
of a national supply from a source im- 
mune to war disturbance and interrup- 
tion. — | 

The domestic sugar industry is war- 
ranted in making a strenuous demand 
for the reasonable restriction of free 
| sugar from the Philippines. Louisiana 
is rehabilitating its cane sugar industry 
by introducing disease-proof cane, but its 
efforts will be in vain if it is to be sub- 
jected. to competition with the cheap 
labor of the Philippines. 


REVISION OF THE WELCH ACT. 


The Welch pay raise bill was enacted as 
compromise legislation. While it was under 
consideration and immediately following its 
enactment its proponents asserted that it was 
offered, not as a remedy, but merely as a 
temporary expedient to relieve distress caused 
by inadequate salaries. The Welch bill was 
the most liberal that could have been obtained 
from the last session of Congress, but as it 
finally emerged it was not considered a satis- 
factory measure, and its functioning was 
further handicapped by the interpretation of 
the Comptroller General. So much dissatisfac- 
tion was provoked that congressional revision 
of its principles was indicated months ago. 
The climax was reached in suggestion by Rep- 
resentative Wood, of Indiana, that the mea- 
sure be repealed. 

Repeal would be no remedy. Inequitable 
and unfair as the distinctions between classes 
may have been, the fact that the Welch bill is 
better than no bill at all can not be gainsaid. 
Remedy lies in amending it, and discussion fol- 
lowing Representative Wood's suggestion in- 
dicates that this will be the course adopted by 
Congress. 

The principal criticism of the Welch act 
lies in the fact that it failed to bring financial 
relief to the lower paid Federal employes 
who stand most in need of it. The upper 
grades of the service have fared well under its 
provisions. Those whose salaries are under 
$2,000, however, received increases of only 
$60 to $120 a year. In addition, the Welch 
act was subject to varying interpretations in 
regard to the provision for retention of rela- 
tive positions between grades, and it also cut 
off the two bottom steps of the grades, but in 
a number of cases added only one higher step 
at the top. 

In amending the Welch act care should be 
exercised lest another unscientific and un- 
workable law be drafted. Revising the Fed- 
eral pay structure is at best a complicated 
task. There is urgent need of a general re- 
vamping of the entire structure, and if general 
revision could be accomplished during the 
short session, it should be done. But in view 
of the short time available it seems likely that 
such a measure can not be got through. There- 
fore the Welch act should be amended with 
the interests of the lower grades in mind, to 
stand as a temporary relief measure until] such 
time as the whole question of Federal pay 
can be dealt with in a scientific and compre- 
hensive manner. 


WHAT OF IT? 

Critics of football are having a field day 
with Yale University’s statement of football 
revenues and profits for the 1928 season. One 
such is Prof. Frank Spaulding, chairman of 
the Yale department of education. Pointing 
out that Yale’s gross revenue from football 
this year was $1,033,000 and that the net 
profits were $543,084, he says: ‘‘Nine presi- 
dents of Yale had come and gone and the 
tenth was well established in office before total 
receipts of Yale College from colonial grants 
sand gifts for all purposes for current expenses, 
capital investments and endowments had 
reached a figure remotely comparable to the 
football profits of a single season.” 

Prof. Spaulding’s analysis is published in the 
Yale Alumni Weekly. 
end of its first 184 years of existence Harvard’s 
total receipts for all purposes were short of 
Yale’s football profits for 1928, that in 106 
years ending with 1850 Princeton's total re- 
ceipts were scarcely one-third of Yale’s 1928 
football profit, and that a similar record ap- 
plies to Columbia. Coming down to modern 
times, he finds that of all the privately con- 
trolled institutions of higher education in the 
United States barely one in six has an endow- 
ment in the shape of productive funds as large 
as Yale’s gross football income in 1928, and 
that in only one in twelve of these institutions 
does the total annual income from all sources, 
exclusive of additions to endowments, yield a 
sum as large as one year’s profits from Yale 
football. There are 28 States in which not 
one of the 247 privately controlled institutions 
of higher education enjoys a total income from 
all sources and for all purposes exclusive of 
additions to endowment equal to Yale’s foot- 
ball profits of last autumn. 

The figures are meant to be impressive, but 
they mean little. What would Prof. Spaulding 
do about it? Would he do away with football? 
It is a pity, of course, that the American people 
have not seen fit to provide huge sums for their 
colleges and universities. Because they have 
not, should they be deprived of enjoying the 
spectacle of football? Probably Prof. Spauld- 
ing publishes the comparison in the hope of 
shaming America into contributing more to 
education. ‘But this is a shameless and per- 
verse generation and it regards amusement as 
a necessity. 


A NATIONAL SAFETY CODE. 


Washington developed acute interest in safe 
regulation of the building industry last fall, 
when two workmen were killed and several 
others injured in a building construction acci- 
dent. It was revealed that the safety regula- 
tions are in need of attention. Washington Is 
only one of many cities in the United States 
which are vitally interested in the problem 
and which see the need for revision of safety 
codes. and enforcement of more rigid in- 
spection. 

Accidents are decreasing in the manufactur. 
ing industries as a whole, but in the construc- 
tion industry they are increasing. New York 
had 10,230 construction accidents in 1923, but 
that number has increased to 21,891 in 1928. 


He finds that at the: 


From 1923 to 1927 deaths and permanent dis- 
abilities jumped from 123 to 224 in the con- 
struction industry. Statistics from Ohio and 
Pennsylvania show similar results. The in- 
crease is much too rapid to be accounted for 
by the acceleration of building construction, 

Construction companies of New York paid 
$8,115,469 in workmen’s compensation during 
the last fiscal year. The actual monetary cost 
of accidents to builders of that State is esti- 
mated at nearly $12,000,000 annually, The 
loss suffered by the workmen themselves and 
their families can scarcely be estimated. 

In view of this situation, Ethelbert Stew- 
art, commissioner of labor statistics, is urging 
adoption of a national safety code for the con- 
struction industry. The suggestion is timely, 
Since several of the States are now revising 
their building codes and practically al] the 
States are in need of better building regula- 
tion. The plan is to call a conference of the 
States, which would draft a code designed for 
enactment by all the State legislatures. 

The problem is one which must be met by 
State and city governments, yet there would 
be a distinct advantage in having the laws 
uniform so far as possible. The experience of 
each State and city would be available to all 
others participating in the conference. The 
uniform code would have to be adjusted to 
local conditions in many communities, but it 
would at least give a sound basis to work on. 
City building inspectors, construction com- 
panies and others interested in safe building 
regulations should give the plan serious con- 
sideration.

WORTHLESS FLYING SCHOOLS. 

The flying school section of the Aeronautical 
Chamber of Commerce meeting in Chicago has 
appointed a committee to investigate the hun- 
dreds of flying schools which are springing up 


in the United States. The committee will seek 


to standardize instruction for pilots and to 


weed out all schools operating on the so-called 
“fly by night’’ scheme. 

This action is a recognition of the fact that 
numerous irresponsible schools are pretending 
to teach students how to fly, under conditions 
which not only result in large casualties, but 
bring disrepute upon aviation. Wherever a 
new industry opens there is always a certain 
class of people who plan to get rich quickly 
by taking advantage of the ignorance of the 
public regarding it. The results are practically 
always unfortunate. The aviation industry is 
to be congratulated upon its early recognition 
of this problem and for its determination to 
bring about reform. 

The plan of the committee provides that all 
schools recognized by the Aeronautical Cham- 
ber of Commerce should have, as a minimum 
requirement, instruction courses that would 
qualify students for a private pilot’s license, 
and that certificates be issued only on the com- 
pletion of such a course. Every school would 
be required to use only the planes that are 
licemsed by the Department of Commerce. 
Every instructor would be required to have a 
transport pilot’s rating under the Government 
rules. Students would be given thorough 
training in ground schools as well as in the air. 
Flying school equipment would be inspected 
daily, and practice flying would be allowed 
only from fields suitable for student use, 

Questionnaires sent out by the committee 
to flying schools of the country reveal that 
many are not taking sufficient precaution 
against accident. Approximately 75 per cent 
of accidents in the air result from the use of 
unlicensed planes by inexpert pilots. These 
crashes are a direct result of insufficient in- 
struction to student fliers, and many may be 
traced to poor equipment and unsatisfactory 
flying conditions. California, for example, has 
83 flying schools operating from 41 different 
fields. One of these fields is only 600 feet 
long, while the minimum for safe studeng fly- 
ing is a runway of 1,500, according to the 
committee. 

The chamber has no direct control over the 
schools. It can only check up on their activi- 
ties and accredit those which meet the re- 
quirements of safety. The committee has been 
urged to drive all misleading flying school 
advertisements from ptblications, using the 
influence of business bureaus, chambers of 
commerce and other civic bodies if necessary. 
Sufficient support should be given by these 
bodies and all others interested in the prog- 
ress of aviation to raise the standards of pilot 
instruction and to drive the irresponsible 


schools out of business.

Let its members take a walk 
in any residential part of the city and 
they will see little children, mere ba- 
bies, turned out to play on the parking 
or sidewalk, and only half clothed, their 
little legs entirely bare and blue with 
the cold. 

The father, strong, healthy, gets up 
in the morning, puts on a heavy suit 
of underwear and socks, tops them off 
with trousers, vest and coat, and when 
he goes downtown covers all with a 
heavy overcoat. The mother must have 
on a heavy cloak or set of furs, and 
sometimes both, but the babes are 
turned out to play almost naked. The 
parents say they do this to harden the 
child and make it healthy. My obser- 


vation has been that the hardening 
process is confined to girls, the boys al- 
ways being well clothed. Doctors esti- 
mate that for every man suffering from 
neuritis there are 400 women suffering 
from that disease. It looks to me that 
we are training up children to fill hos- 
pital cots.

NEW X-RAY CAMERA. 


“Shock proof” X-ray apparatus has 
become a reality. The first machine, 
designed for general practice, is being 
shown at the convention of the Radio- 
logical Society of North America at 
Chicago. The new apparatus has been 
developed in the ‘research laboratory 
of the Victor X-Ray Corporation of 
Chicago. In appearance it resembles 
only rer cely the X-ray machine now 
in use. The Coolidge tube is con- 
cealed in the large aluminum con- 
tainer filled with oll. It more nearly

resembles the camera of the photog- 
rapher than the complicated X-ray 
apparatus one now sees in hospitals 
and offices of physicians A narrow 
slit diaphragm, not unlike that of the 
photographer’s camera, permits the 
passage of the invisible rays. The 
complete insulation makes the new 
machine specially valuable when X- 
raying highly nervous patients and 
children. Virtually any part of the 
patient’s body may be X-rayed from 
any angle without moving the patient. 
Manipulation of fhe device to the pa- 
tient’s position replaces the shifting 
of the patient’s position to suit the 
needs of the device. 


CHRISTMAS SEALS, 


Christmas seals were first conceived 
by a postal clerk in Denmark in order 
to raise money for a children's hospital, 
says the Newcastle Times. A letter 
bearing one of these stamps came to 
Jacob Riis, a New York philanthropist 
who was interested in a hospital at 
Sea Breeze, N. J. Mr. Riis wrote an 
article about it that was published in 
the Outlook. The idea was taken up 
by others, including a Miss Bissell, in 
Delaware, who by its use raised $3,000

Austria Debt Plan. 


Approves Bill Providing for 
Settlement Within 20 
or 40 Years. | 


(Associated Press.) 
The House ways and means commit- | 
tee agreed yesterday to approve the 
Burton bill providing for settlement of 


the Austrian debt of $24,000,000 to the 
United States under a new agreement 
calling for optional settlement either in 
20 or 40 years. 

The decision quickly followed an ex- 
planation of the proposal by Undersec- 
retary Mills of the Treasury. 

Austria, Mills said, offers to pay, be- 
ginning on January 1, 1943, twenty 
yearly annuities of $1,337,140, while re- 
aerving the option to substitute a 
achedule of payments providing five 
yearly payments of $287,556 beginning 
January 1, 1929; ten yearly payments of 
$460,093, beginning January 1. 1934, 
and 25 yearly payments of %743,047, 
beginning January 1, 1944.

Mizell was most agreed upon for 
the team, 101 of 116 in all giving him 
their preference for a back field po- 
sition, most of them designating him 
for a half back although a few switched 
their combinations to fit him into a 
quarter back or full back role. 


Crabtree was next highest, 89 
naming him for quarter back 
while his nearest competitor, Jim- 
my Armistead, of Vanderbilt, was 
the choice of 14. Van Sickel had 


88 votes. for one of the ends and 
Richard Abernathy, of Vanderbilt, 
Was an easy second with 63. 


At tackle, Frank Speer, of Georgia 
Tech, led with 43 votes and Jess Tins- 
ley, of Louisiana State, won the other 
with 36 votes. Vance Maree, of Geor- 
gia Tech, was third highest with 25 
votes and Glenn Lautzenheiser, of 
Georgia, was fourth with 17. 

Raleigh Drenon, of Georgia Tech, 
won a guard position easily with 46 
votes and Fred Vaughan, of North 
Carolina State, slipped into the other 
one as the choice of 33. Bull Brown, 
of Vanderbilt, was third with 30 votes 
and Ellis Hagler, of Alabama, had 29 

Ray Farris, of North Carolina re- 
ceived 22 nominations. 

Pund rolled up an overwhelming 
vote, coming from every State of the 
conference, although Harry Schwartz, 
of North Carolina, obtained a major- 
ity of his own State, and O. K. Press- 
ley, of Clemson, won the major share 
of his State’s vote. Pund received 75 
nominations, Schwartz 26 and Press- 
ley 15.

The professional amateurs will not 
jeopardize their amateur standing and 
| their source of livelihood by playing 
|in public matches against professionals, 
|so the few members of the iatter class 
|are reduced to the necessity of teach- 
\ing the fundamentals of foctwork and 
|stroking to little girls and boys for 
| long hours on scrubby, sun-dried ten- 
| nis courts. 
| It is tragic in a sense that the prot 
| fessional pros are compelled to toil so 
hard for so little while the profes- 
sional amateurs play only in tourna- 
ments and do very well. But perhaps 
they will receive their reward else- 
where, for the horrible example will 
serve to warn their pupils and set 
them on the paths of amateurism and 
luxury. 

Mr. Kozeluh is sailing for Europe, 
having beaten Mr. Richards in five out 
of six matches, or some similar propor- 
tion, and this leaves them both in a 
strange plight. Two professional pros 
may make a fair living for a while by 
exhibition matches, but one pro is like 
one wrestler. It takes two to give an 
exhibition, and the departure of Mr 
Kozeluh leaves Mr. Richards practicallg 
alone to meditate upon his impetuous 
folly in surrending his amateur stand- 
ing in a belief that once the example 
was set, all the others who had been 
living by their amateurism would do 
likewise. 


Amateur Status Tantamount 
To $100,000 Trust Fund. 


For years it had been a business axiom 
of the amateur tennis profession that 
the amateur card was as good as $100.- 
000 in gilt-edged securities for the pur- 
pose of income. Mr. Richards should 
have realized that ladies and gentle- 
men do not surrender the equivalent 
of a $100,000 trust fund lightly and out 
of rebellion against the hypocrisy of 
their life. 

Hypocrisy seems to be the least of 
the worries of the professicn amateurs. 
On the contrary, when some of the 
more prosperous ones arc threatened 
with revocation of their amateur cards. 
they fight back stubbornly, defending 
these certificates as fierecely as ove

NOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 7 (A.P.).— 

The football battle of Dixie, at- 

tracting more national interest 
this year than ever before, reaches one 
of its two major climaxes here tomor- 
row when the undefeated elevens of 
Florida and Tennessee toss their youth- 
ful skill, punch and power into the 
closing game of the season. 

The orange and blue clad array from

Particularly annoying to local ilst- 
eners is that this code has been re- 
cently marring the programs of two of 
our local stations—-WRC and WMAL. 
Last night it was worse over WMAL, 
but on ‘abbots evenings.more distinct 
on WRC. 

The dots and dashes were coming in 
so plainly over the latter station Tues- 
day night during the “Napoleon” per- 
formance by Lionel Atwill that a for- 
mer wireless operator listening in the 
Northwest part of the city was able 
to decipher portions of the messages 
whil* the play was 8 going on 


When this was “reported to radio of- 
ficials in the Commerce Department it 
was said they would investigate che 
matter. Although noncommittal, it 
was learned they were turning their 
attention to the transmitters at NAA, 
the Naval station at Arlington, as the 
cause of the trouble. 

There was no explanation for the 
code in the WMAL wave length, but an 
explanation given for the WRC code 
interference was that it was a harmonic 
of one of the Arlington telegraph trans- 
mitters and could be removed from the 
WRC band by a shifting of frequency. 

Code has also been heard coming in 
with considerable regularit around 770 
Kkilocycles, which is only 10 kilocycles 
away from WJZ, and at times seriously 
interferes with that 1S peogram.

The smallest possible partial score 1s, 
of course. 20 allowed for bidding and 
making one-odd of a Minor: but smal] 
as that score seems, it is apt to be 
most helpful during the contracting of 
the following deal, because it makes a 
Major three-bid a gamegoer, whereas 
four would have to be named at a love 
score, and it also makes a Minor four- 
bid instead of five a game-goer. This 
advantage of one trick may readily be 
of enormous benefit to a side trying 
for a suit contract. 


There are many ‘suit hands that will 
produce three-odd (nine tricks) but no 
more, and there are many others that 
Will produce four-odd (ten tricks) but 
with which the making of five-odd 
(eleven tricks) is utterly inrpossibie; 
so that in many cases game, impossible 
with a score of love, can be bid for and 
made with the aid of a score of only 
20. Then there are hands which. by 
some fortunate break, produce more 
tricks than can be shown by the most 
perfect bidding of both partners. Such 
hands really would produce game from 

& love score but the partners holding 
rite while not justified in bidding 
four-odd or five-odd for game, would 
bid a trick less if they had a score of 
20 as that would be a game-bid with 
that score.
